The Economic Link 


BRITISH - Ministers have 
again and again insisted that 
the present alliance in arms 
between Britain and France, 
with its inevitable economic 
corollary, may well result 
in a closer and an endur- 
ing co-operation when peace 
returns. A not unimportant 
step in this direction is to be 
‘seen-in the Anglo-French trade 
agreements concluded between 
the President of the Board of 
Trade and the French Minister 
of :-Commerce. The effect of 
them is to relax considerably 
the measures of prohibition and: 
restriction which had to be im- 
posed on the outbreak of war. 
They are, in fact, the logical 
sequel to the financial agrec- 
ments between the two countries 
which were concluded last De- 
cember; and they lead the way 
to the establishment of similar 
arrangements .between other 
parts of the British and French 
Empires. Such reciprocity, 
whose consequence, must be a 
growing inter-dependence, is of 
the happiest augury, 

Tt is also satisfactory to know 
that tha means of overcoming 
difficulties. in the way of. the 
parallel development of French 
and British export trade have 
been examined, and that the dis- 
cussions between the Federation 
of British Industries and- the 
equivalent — organisation in 
France have been approved. 
Such a move might easily even- 
tuate in something very like an 
industrial alliance. For the im- 
mediate moment the announce- 
ment that will be most 
welcomed, however, is the agreed 
intention to simplify to the 
greatest possible extent the

THE first tornedé consisted 
of an explosive charge on the 
end of a long pole. ° 


This pole was carried by a 
launch so that’. it stuck out 
over the bows like a long bow- 
sprit, and a: torpedo attack 


“| -consisted of creeping up tothe—- 


enemy ship, thrusting the’ 
charge on the end of the pole 
against her side, and ring it. 


That method was only used 
once in action, and then the 
attacking launch was also 
destroyed, which was hardly 
surprising. 


It is a far cry from that priml- 
tive weapon to the modern self-. 
propelled torpedo, capable of 
rushing ot its target at nearly 
fifty miles an: hour, and travelling 
for many miles on an accurate 


course and at a set depth below 
the surface | of the sea. 


“Yet the self-propelled (eves 
4s a weapon which has been 
developed comparatively recently, 


: Admiral of: the Fiect Lord 
Chatficld, the British Minister 
for the Co-ordination of Defence, 
witnessed, when he was a young 
officer serving in H.NLS. War- 
spite, the first self-propelled 
torpedo attack on a heavy ship 
in history, - 


That was during the Chilean 
Revolution, when the battleship 
Blanca Encalada was sunk by tor- 
pedo attack from torpedo gunboats. 

The first self-propelled torpedocs 
were driven by compressed. alr, 
They were known ios “cold” tore 
pedoes. They worked fairly well, 
except that thelr speed tailed ‘off 
ns the pressure of the compressed 
alr became reduced, and they left 
a very marked tracle of alr bub-

“one of the most eMiclent power- 


units In the world. It Js water- 
cooled by the sca, and it needs 
cooling for if a torpedo were run 
hot out of the, water the engine 
would be,reduéed to a mass of 
molten metal ina very short thme. 


The engine drives, through gear- 
ing, two propellors which revolve 
in opposite directions, If there 
were only one propellor {ts grip on 
the water would tend to make the 
streamlined torpedo revolve while 
the propellor itself remained still.

THE depth below the surface at 
which a torpedo will run Js regu- 
lnted by horizontal rudders on the

The explosive charts of a tor- 
pedo fs, of course, carricd. in the 
head, and it js fred when a tore 
pedo hits its target by means of a 
“pistol” which fits onto the nose 
of the torpedo.

It 1s provided with- 
stecl “whiskers” which stand out,

The modern torpedo ‘Is an exe 
eeedingly compHcated piece of

This is becauso a torpedo is very: 
dellcate, For efficient running a 
torpedo must have virtually no 


’ tendency cither to float or to sink, 


so that its weight is a matter of: 
nice calculation. Even the exact 
amounts of alr, water, fuel and the 
rest of the things with which it is 
charged have to be carefully cal- 
culated so that the resulting welght 
ds right. . 


It fs not surprising that 3° 
highly complicated and delicate 
‘mechanism like a torpedo should 
be expensive. If you wanted to 
buy a modern torpedo and wero 
.ablo to do so you would not see 
much change out of 22,000.

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MODERN TORPEDO 


THE first torpedo consisted 
of an explosive charge on the 
end of a long pole. 


This pole was carried by 2 
launch so that it stuck out 
over the bows like a long bow- 
sprit, and’ a torpedo attack 

—consisted.of. creeping up tothe 
enemy ship, thrusting 
charge on the end of the pole 
against her side, and firing it. 


That method was only used 
once in action, and then the 
attacking launch was also 


destroyed, which was hardly . 


surprising. 


It is a far ery from that primi- 
tive weapon to the modern self- 
propelled torpedo, capable of 
rushing at its target at nearly 
fifty mlles an hour, and travelling 
for many miles on an accurate 
course and at a set depth below 
the surface of the sea, 


Yet the self-propdlled torpedo 
is’ a weapon which has been 
developed comparatively recently. 


Admiral of the’ Flect Lord 
Chatfleld, the British - Minister 
for the Co-ordination:of Defence, 
witnessed, when he was a young 
officer serving in H.MLS. War- 
spite, the first self-propelled 
torpedo attack on o heavy ship 
fn history. 


That was during the Chilean 
Revolution, when the battleship 
Blanca Encalada was sunk by tor- 
pedo attack from torpedo gunboats. 

‘The first self-propelled torpedoes 
were driven by compressed air. 
They were known as ‘'cold” tor- 
pedocs, They worked falrly well, 
except that their speed tailed off 
as ihe pressure of the compressed 
alr became redueed, and they left 
a very marked track of alr bub- 


bles.

THESE disadvantages were overe 
come by the development of what 
Js known as the “heater”. torpedo. 
Compressed oir still plays an Im- 
portant part in the propulsion sof 
these torpedoes, and the “air 
vessel” In which the compressed 
alr is contained forms tho “greater 
part of the hull of the modern 
torpedo.

The engine of a modern torpedo’ 


is a marvel. It is a four-cylinder 
radial engine which fits into the 
twenty-one inch dlamcter of, the 
forpedo's hull and takes up only 


three hundred horse-power, and is 
one of the most- efficient power- 
units In the world’ It is water- 
cooled by the sen, and it needs 
cooling for if u torpedo were run 
hot out of the water the engine 
would be reduced to a mass of 
molten metal in a-very short time. 


The engine drives, through gear- 
ing, two propellors which revolve 
in opposite directions. If there 
were only one propellor its grip on 
the water would tend to make the 
streamlined torpedo revolve while 
the propellor itself remained still.

THE depth below the surface at 
which a torpedo will run Is regu- 
lated by horizontal rudders on the 
tail, which are operated by a com- 
bination of a hydrostatic valve and 
n pendulum weight. The weight 
takes charge if the nose of the tor 
pedo goes up or down, while the 
valve is <ictuated by the sea pres- 
ture according to the depth at 
which the torpedo is set to run. 
The direction of the torpedo is 
controlled by verticnl rudders 
operated by a highly efficient 
gyroscope run by compressed air.

The modern torpedo is an ex- 
ceedingly complicated piece of 
mechanism, and every part has to 
be accurate,-not only as far aos 
micrometer measurements are con-. 
cerned, but also as regards weight. 
This is because a torpedo is very 
decHeate. For effcient running a 
torpedo must have virtually. no 
tendency cither to fleat or to sink, 
so that Its weight is a matter of 
nice eniculation.
